“H. G.” SEES RETURN TO PRIMITIVE AGE OF BARTER 


To Dark Age, Says Wells

London, November 11.—Relief from 

the “Shylock” debts of the war is 


‘ the only means of saving civilization 


from bleeding to death «under the 
creditor’s knife, in the opinion of 
H. G, Wells, the famous British nov- 


elist and publicist. 
In a striking interview obtained 


by the United News, Wells, a can- 
didate for parliament on the labor 
party ticket, drew a graphic picture 
in his own vivid style, of the pa- 
ralysis which he believes is creeping 
over civilization. 

The world is at the threshold of 
another terrible dark age, ‘Wells be- 
lieves. Civilization igs slowly sink- 
ing—though not dying. It is set- 
tling back into the primitive stage 
of barter. Currency, the life blood 
of modern Civilization, has broken 
down and is being replaced by bar- 
ter in many places in Europe. This, 
he says, is the first outward sign of 
the breakdown. 

“Infantile Antics.” 

Wells looks on with alarm at the 
“infantile antics” of British and oth- 
er statesmen in face of this situa- 
tion. Lloyd George, he says, is hop- 
ping about the country like a “brisk 
little sparrow.” 

He believes there is still time to 
stave off this threatened return to 
the dark ages. But the way is “pain- 
ful.” It consist in putting into ef- 
fect labor party policies such as the 
capital levy, obtaining relief from 
war debts, dealing with the exchange 
and currency problems from an in-

Macon, Ga., November 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)\——Hearing for a new trial of 
Richard F. Willingham, who has been 
convicted of larceny after trust for 
the alleged misappropriation of $163,- 
475 of the Shippers Compress com- 
pany and who was sentenced to 12 
months on the state farm, came up 
before Judge H. A. Mathews in su- 
perior court today. The hearing Jast- 
ed all day. Judge Mathews took the 
case under advisement and will ren- 
der the decision later, he said. , 

It was eharged that Willingham, 
who was president of the Shippers 
Compress company, used the funds of 
that corporation for the Willingham 
Warehouse, another corporation of 
which he was president. 

Three main points contended by 
the defense today as grounds for a 
new trial were: 

That “conversion to his own use,” 
as the indictment charged, meant the 
funds must be for his individual -use, 
end that use of funds for another 
corporation of which he was head 
would not come under that charge. 

That the use of the compress com- 
pany’s money for the use of the ware- 
house was not fraudulent as charg- 
ed, and that the court had virtually 
directed the jury that where thé de- 
fendant used money of one corpor- 
ation for another that such use would 
be wrongful and frandulent and they 
would be authorized to convict. 

State Answers. 

The state answered by asserting 
that 8S per cent of the stock in the 
warehouse was owned by Wilingham, 
and the use of such funds and such 
a corporation would be for the use 
and benefit.of the defendant and that 
it was necessary to show the defen- 
dant had exclusive benefit from funds 
misapplied: that’ most cases where 
money had heen wrongfully converted 
hy a person showed the money had 
teen spent by the defendant for im- 
moral purposes, not to his own benefit 
but to his actual detriment. . 

That the record showed almost 
without contradiction that the defen- 
dant came into ession of the funds 
of the compress’ company by virtue 
of his being president of the company 
and had it to keep for them, and 
that he or those acting under his di- 
rection paid it out to the warehouse 
company, of whith he was also pres- 
ident; and 88 per cent interested and 
the such misapplication resulted in a 
loss to the compress company, espe- 
cially at a time when the warehouse 
nas hopelessly insolvent, as a wilful 
violation of the duty to the compress 
company, and wrongful and fraudu- 
lent as a matter of law.

WIDOW GETS $14,000

Fulton High School Asso- 
ciation Asks for $1,000,- 
000 Issue for New Build- 
ing and Improvements. 


Resolutions urging the’ Fulton coun- 
ty board of education to cail a band 
election for the purpose of votin 
bonds necessary to provide funds with 
which to build and equip a modern 
high school building and to improve 
and enlarge other county schools, were 
adopted at a meeting of the VParent- 
Teacher association of the Fulton 
High school Thursday afternoon. Mrs. 
J. Mi. Simonton presided over the 
meeting and following a spirited dis- 
cussion of the needs for a new coun- 
ty high school building, the resolution 
to the board of education was intro- 
duced. 

President Humphries, of the board 
of education, made a short address 
on the resolution and pledged himself 
to support the movement, it is stated. 
President Humphries estimated that 
it would require a bond issue of $1,- 
000,000 to build an up-to-date school 
and to equip and make necessary ad- 
ditions and remodel grammar schools 
in the county. 

This is the second time within a 
period of a few months that the mat- 
ter of voting school bonds has been 
agitated. In April of this year a pro- 
posal to issue bonds for $500,000 was 
rejected by the voters of the county, 
but proponents of the proposed new 
issue are confident that the latest 
proposal will be carried in the elec- 
tion and that Fulton High will soon 
own its own building and be equipped 
to afford students every educational 
advantage to be found in a modern 
school, 

One hundred and fifty patrons at- 
tended the meeting Thursday. Super- 
intendent J. W. Simmons was unt- 
able to attend owing to illness and 
he could not be reached Friday for an 
expression on the subject. 

W. F. Dykes, principal of the Ful- 
ton Hligh school, outlined plans of 
the proposed bond issue and empha- 
sized the importance of work in the 
school and in parent-teacher associa- 
tions as factors in creating a favorable 
sentiment. It was pointed out that 
the building now used for the school 
is rented and the lease expires at the 
close of the present school year. It 
was further argued that the building 
and present faeilities are wholly in- 
adequate and that this condition ex- 
ists In several other schools in the 
county.

Mexico City, Noverfiber 10.—(By 
‘ated Press.)—The round- 
up of thé rebels who have menaced 
the power of President Obregon has 
now snuffed out the life of General 
Juan Carasco, leader of the rebellious 
factions along the west coastand par- 
ticularly in the state of Sinaloa. He 
was killed yesterday together with 
seven of his men in a battle with fed- 
eral “forces at Guamuchilito in the 
state of Durango. Not long ago it 
was understood that Carrasco was 
attempting a ynion with General 
Murguia, the rebel leader who was 
captured and executed last week. 
The announcement of the passing 
of Carrasco came to the war office 
last night from General Juan Torres, 
federal commander in the Durango 
region. The government soldiers 
surprised Carrasco and the remnants 
of his band of 35 men quickly scat- 
tered after a sanguinary encounter in 
which several were killed and five 
were taken prisoners along with a 
quantity of military supplies. Fed- 
eral troops are pursuing those who 
got away. General Torres reported 
that his casualties in the combat 
amounted to only two injured. 
Government officials had reckoned 
Carrasco as the most serious obsta- 
cle to peace in northwestern Mexi- 
co. Frequently of late there came 
reports of his men holding up South- 
ern Pacific trains operating from Ma- 
gzatlan to the border. Depredations 
wrought by Carrasco have long been 
a constant embarrassment to the gov-

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SOON TO APPEAR 
IN U. S. MARKETS 


Buenos Aires, November 10.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Chilled meat 
from the Argentine ‘swoon will com- 
pete with American meat in the lat- 
ter’s markets if the recommendations 
of Minister of Agriculture LeBre- 
ton to cattle raisers and steamship 
interests are carried out. In recent 
speeches and interviews he has en- 
couraged the exportation of Argentine 
meat to the United States, pointing 
out that the drop in meat prices here 
has been coincident with the demoral- 
ization of the cattle market. 

He demonstrated that the margin 
between meat prices here and those 
prevailing in the United States is 
sufficient to insure a_ profit. He 
directed attention, however, to the 
need for increasing cold storage facil- 
ities for meat in transit. 

Both British and American ship- 
ping interests have informed the min- 
ister of agriculture that they are 
ready to co-operate In the enterprise. 

Some newspapers point out that 
meat exporters should not entertain 
any illusions § in respect to the 
plan, explaining that President Hard- 
ing would be able to invoke the elas- 
ticity provisions in the new tariff 
law and thus wipe out profits expect 
ed by the Argentine meat exporters.

The regular, despite his roving} 
disposition and his ability to live 
under adverse conditions, is a home-

rison, camp or field, at a moment's 
notice, to move again, no doubt 
accounts for his love of home—and 
always, whether in peace or war, 
at home or abroad, he has, to tide 
him over the rough placés of the

In my own case, which is typical 
of many others in the service, I 
Was past thirty-two when I first 
enlisted, and I have no chance for 
double-time toward retirement, as 
the double-time, feature was dis- 
continued prior to my first enlist-!

ous federal appointees having been 
chosen from that = state—Senator 
Pomerene made a magnificent race, 
and would have been elected but for 
the fight waged upon him by organ- 


ized railroad mefi. 
ot a - * 


The defeat of Senator Hitchcock, 
however, was unexpected, and has 
not yet. been fully explained to these 
of us who are rot familiar with lo- 
cal issues in that state. At any rate. 
local and not national issues contrib- 
uted perhaps to his downfall, for the 
democratic state ticket, headed by 
the brother of William J. Bryan, 
was elected, and the Bryan forces 
had supported Hitcheock in the pre- 
election campaign. His stand-pat, re- 
actionary, ultra-conservative policies, 
however, were the principal reasons 
for his defeat. 

Hitchcock has been + national fig. 
ure since the war by reason of hav- 
ing been the Wilson leader during 
the famous league debate.

WHY BATHE INTERNALLY? 
‘The popular notion of autointoxi- 
cation igs a vagte poisoning of the 
blood or system by some waste mat- 
ter which has not been properly 
eliminated from the bowel. Of course 
such poisoning may occur in rare in- 
stances.ot intestinal obstruction, but 
certainly ‘it does uot occur in every 
day coustipation or imaginary con- 
‘siipation. ven if this were the true 
conception of autointoxication, Which 
it isnt, there wuuld be little gained 
by washing out the lower bowels, 
even if enemas could be considered 
“cleansing” in any tense. Little if 
any absorption oceurs from the lower 
bowel. It is silly to imagine thut 
there is any such poisoning of the 
system associated with ordinary cos- 
tuuveness or constipation. And when it 
comes to thé selection of remedies for 
the relief of constipation, aside from 
prevention which is another question, 
almost any of the commonly used tab- 
lets, pills or yarb physics would be 
less injurious, habitually employed, 
than enemas or injections are. 

lf there is any real foundation for 
the hypothesis of “autointoxication,” 
which is doubtful, then it is some- 
thing far from resorption of excre- 
mentitious or waste matter from the 
bowel. By autointoxication the physi- 
cian understands a retention in the 
blood or system, not in the intestinal 
canal, of effete waste matter or the 
natural byproducts of metabolisin, 
the oxidation or combustion procegs 
which constitutes life. No pbysie or 
injection can influence such autoin- 
toxication, of course. 

The enema habit is a vicious habit 
and if persisted in for any length of 
time it brings on eonditions far worse 
than the real or imaginary “aytoin- 
toxication’”’ would have been without 
any treatment ut all. A dilation and 
weakening of the bowel is likely to 
be induced by constant use of enemas, 
and the victim becomes a_ chrenie 
bypochondriac.

buke for the republican congress and 
administration but tor himself as 
well, Presumably on the advice of 
men like Lasker and Daugherty he 
has decided to flaunt publie senti- 
ment by asking a repudiated con- 
gress to sanction repudiated meas- 
ures and policies. 

“The ship subsidy bill proposes to 
authorize the sdle of the ships of the 
American merchant marine which cost 
$3,000,000,000 for the sum of approxi- 
mately $200,000,000, with an added 
onus of $750,000,000; a loan af 
$125,000,000 at 2 per cent when over- 
taxed people are paying from 6 to 12 
per cent; exempting the beneficiaries 
from taxation, and without requiring 
an accounting. 

“On the other hand, the people on 
Tuesday last expressed their emphatic 
disapproval of this measure

Bituminous Coal Opera- 
tors Say Strikes in Indus- 
try ‘Are Usually Arti- 
ficially Provoked. 


Washington, November 11.—Free- 
dom from “artificially provoked labor 
troubles” and adequate transportaion, 
according to a letter from an author- 
ized committee of bituminous opera- 
tors, filed today by request of the 
United States coal commission, are 
the two requirements most needed 
by the coal industry. A denial that 
“acknowledged demoralization” could 
be said to exist because of recent dif- 
ficulties, and a suggestion that exten- 
sion of the “autocratic control” of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica would add to the difficulties were 
i.lso incorporated in the report, which 
was made through the National Coal 
association. 

The commission asked generally for 
the employers’ views of the direction 
which should be given its effort in 
the endeavor to comply with the law 
requiring it to ascertain all the facts 
concerning coal production, and the 
operators’ letter set out seven points 
which they considered should be cov- 
ered, as follows: 

Seven Points. 

“1. The effect on production and 
vn the price of coal, to the consumer, 
the United 
The opposition of organized 
iabor to the introduction of labor sav- 
ing machinery. 

“3. The non-observance by organ- 
ized labor of contracts made on its 
behalf. 

“4, The ‘existing prices of mining 
materials and supplies and a com- 
parison between them and the prices 
existing prior to the war. 

“5. The existing freight rates, and 
a comparison between them and the 
rates existing prior to the war. 

“6. The effect of inadequate trans- 
portatte=n facilities on production and 
cost of coal. 

“7. ‘The character and quality of 
the different coals; the uses to which 
they are put, and the demand there- 
for.”

Miners’ Union Rapped. 

To specific questions from the com- 
wission, concerning the cause of 
strikes, the operators returned an- 
swers critical of the miners’ union. 

“Strikes occur from time to time 
at individual mines by reason of 
iocal causes,” the letter said. ‘They 
are always an economic loss. 
ure usually a vreach of contract on 
the part of the miners. 

“There. can be no doubt that the 
fundamental cause of such local 
strikes, as well as strikes of a nation- 
wide character. like those of 1919 and 
1922 is the despotic control of ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of the mine 
iabor of the United States and Can- 
ada by a single organization, with 


power to stop at will the production 
and movement of interstate commerce 
cf approximately 60 per cent of the 
normal coal output of the country. 
. . . In the cpinion of this com- 
mittee, the continuation, to say noth- 
ing of any further extension of the 
autocratic power of the United Mine 
Workers of America, would be ca- 
lamitous to the general welfare of the 
country.” 
No Standard Wage. 

Wages cannot be standardized, the 
vperators contended, in answering an- 
other specifie question, because of va- 
riance in living costs and conditions. 
Further, a suggestion from the com- 
mission that over-production in coal 
mines might be met by closing down 
non-economic mines, under statutory 
authority to be hereafter created, was 
strongly attacked. 

“We know of no way in which any 
mine may be closed down contrary to 
the wish of the owner, except by the 
operation of economic law,” the oper- 
ators declared. 

“The closing down of so-called ex- 
cessive cost mines, we suggest, 
be effectually accomplished by com- 


petitive forces is free from the inter- 
ruption caused by strikes with their 
resulting panic among buyers and run- 
away markets.” 

The letter declared the following 
points were basic: 

“1. That every man has a right 
to work without either interference 
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“8. That the right of private p- 
erty is and must remain. inviolable. 
~ “4. That in the last resolve, the 
aw of supply and demand always 
has and always will determine prices; 
ttat no legislation can long interfere 
with this inexorable rule; that any 
interference can only be justified, if 
at all, in time of war, and that at 
any other time it will inevitably pro- 
duce greater evils than those which 
it seeks to suppress.”

Memphis, Tenn., November 10.— 
Manuel Herrick, representative in 
congress from the eighth Oklahoma 
district today was named defendant 
in a suit for $5,000 damages, filed 
in circuit court here by Charles W. 
Rousch, an aviator. who, in his bill 
alleges that the congressmayp filed 
charges against him which caused his 
arrest at Americus, Ga., which 
charges, Rousch alleges, were not sub- 
staintiated at the trail of the case. 

Rousch, in his bill, declares that 
he and Herrick were in the airplane 
Montgomery, Ala., that 


Herrick wanted him to take an air- 
plane which he did not want, that 
when he refused to make the deal, 
Herrick “treated him roughly and 
threatened him.”’. 

Later, according to the bil!, Rousch 
‘was lured from Montgomery, Ala., 
where he had friends to Americus, 
Ga., where he had none, and where 
he was arrested on a warrant sworn 
out by Herrick, charging him with 
theft or attempted theft of an air- 
plane.” 

Hiere, Rousch declares, “he lay in 
jail, without opportunity to make 
bond. until the city judge heard the 
case and ordeerd him released.” 

In the bill. Rousch denies any at- 
tempt to steal an airplane, and asks 
$5,000 damages for being “compelled 
to lie in jail on the false charge.”
